Section 1. Section 88A.9, Code 2009, is amended to read as
follows:

88A.9 INSURANCE.

No person shall be issued a permit under this_chapter
unless the person first obtains an insurance policy In an
amount of not less than one hundred—theusand million dollars
for _bodily injury to or death of one person in any one
10 accident, and, subject to the limit for one person, in an
11 amount of not less than #hree—hundred—theousand two million
12 dollars for bodily injury to or death of two or more persons
13 in any one accident, and in an amount of not less than Ffive
14 twenty=Ffive thousand dollars for injury to or destruction of
15 property of others in any one accident, insurin% the operator
16 against liability for injury or death suffered by a person

7 Division 1. This bill increases the insurance policy

8 minimums needed to obtain an operator"s permit under Code

9 chapter 88A, relating to amusement ride safety. The policy

10 amount for bodily injury or death to one person is raised to
11 $1 million from $100,000 and the amount for bodily injury or
12 death to two or more persons is raised to $2 million from

13 $300,000. The policy amount for injury or destruction to the
14 property of others is raised to $25,000 from $5,000.

15 Division 1l. The bill directs the elevator safety board to
16 adopt rules regarding the submission of plans, drawings, and
17 measurements concerning new conveyance installations and

18 alterations. The bill also allows the labor commissioner to
19 determine the form of an application for an installation
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permit for a new conveyance. An application is required to be
submitted to and approved by the commissioner before an
installation permit for a conveyance is issued.
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
